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Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1964. 

Population 

The  Registrar  Ceneral' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
7,760  which  was  an  increase  of  220  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birthrate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  125  which  was  an  increase  of  1 3  over 
that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was  accordingly  I6.II 
which  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General*  s  Comparability  Factor 
which  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  I9.OO  being 
higher  than  that  of  I8.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Two  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births  was  15»75  which  was  lov;er  than  that  of 
17*2  for  England  and  Wales.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly.  32. GO.,  and.  v/as  higher  ‘.han 
that  of  20.0  for  England  and.Wales.  .(Bu^  these..fig\ires,.  are.tOQ\^s!5all  t.o 
allow  'vaild  obmpnri^rns; . 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths  ^d 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age)  comprises  prematurity,  asphyxia 
and  ataleotasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  most 
important  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortalit.y  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion  and  is  a  reflection  of  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric 
practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  102  (52  M.  50  F.)  and 
the  corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  13.14^  which  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  11.43 
compared  with  that  of  11.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural  causes,  namely 


Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System; 
of  those  there  were  57* 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  29  or 
approximately  of  those  deaths  in  the  following  age  groups:  1  between 
55  -  64;  12  betv/een  65  -  74*  10  over  75  years.  The  majority  of  those 

deaths  v/ere  over  65  years,  which  would  suggest  that  a  degenerative 
process  is  one  of  the  factors  involved,  although  the  causation  is  still 
obscure. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths of  which  there  v;ere  24,  m  the  folloviring  age  groups: 

1  between  25-34*  1  between  35  “  44*  5  between  45  “  54*  4  between 

55  -  64*  7  between  65  -  74*  and  6  over  75  years.  The  number  of  deaths 

increases  with  age,  and  although  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the 
disease  is  insidious,  many  elderly  people  delay  in  seeking  medical  advice 
until  the  disease  is  too  advanced  for  curative  other  than  palliative 
treatment. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  6  deaths  (5  M,  1  F.) 
in  the  follov/ing  age-groups:  1  between  45  “  54*  2  between  55  -  64: 

2  between  65  -  74*  and  1  over  75  years.  Those  deaths  tend  to  occur- 
generally  in  younger  age-groups  and  also  to  predominate  in  males  a,nd  may 
be  correlated  to  the  ratio  of  male  to  female  cigarette  smokers. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  mortality. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Nc  serious  Infections  .Disease  accTirred  in  the  District  throu'^^eut  the 
yeafi''  :•  ;  •  .  .  ■  ' 

Measles 

Fifty-four  cases  were  notified  compared  v/ith  254  in  the  previous 
year  -  outbreaks  usually  occur  every  second  year  when  a  sufficient  niimber 
of  susceptible  children  has  aggregated.  Its  more  serious  complications 
are  les^  frequent  today:  e.  g.  Acute  Encephalitis  is  rare. 

It  is  equivocal  whether  this  disease  should  still  be  statutorily 
notifiable,  as  during  epidemics,  unnecessary  time  of  busy  Practitioners 
and  office  staffs  is  taken  up  and  the  expenditure  involved  is  also  unnecessary. 

V/hoopln;s:  Cough 

Twelve  cases  were  notif’ied.  Outbreaks  of  this  distressful  children*  s 
disease  have  become  uncommon  since' the  vaccination,  scheme  has  been 
introduced.  Usually,  if  a  Vaccinated  child* occasionally  becomes  infected, 
the  acme  of  the.  disease  is  modified. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

One  case  of  this  illness  was  notified.  Including  the  Secondary 
Pneumonias,  which  are  not  notifiable,  there  were  four  deaths  in  the 
following  age-groups:  1  between  4  weeks  and  under  -one  year,  and  three 
over  75  years.  Pneumonia  is  frequently  the  cause  of  the  terminal  phase 
of  life  in  old  people. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy  to  put  on  record  that  no  case  of  Respiratory  or 
non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  v^as  notified.  This  very  satisfactory  result 
is  due  to  a  number  of  agencies  which  have  been  constantly  and  relentlessly 
fighting  this  disease,  v/hich  has  been  a  scourge  of  man  for  centuries. 

i 

Also,  no  death  was  registered  Vsfhich  is  a  reflection  of  the 
efficaciousness  of  modern  treatment. 
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In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Puhlio  Health  of  the 
District  was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  efficient 
service.
